TITLE I. 

OF THE OFFICERS OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE 
CITY OF KEW-YORK. 

i 1. The legislative powers heretofore vested, by Board 
any existing law of this State, in the Board of Health. 
Health of the city of New York, other than as the 
same are hereinafter modified or altered, shall be 
vested in the Mayor and Common Council of the 
said city of New York. (1850, ch. 275, i 1.) 

§ 2. The said Mayor and Common Council, when j^ 
acting in relation to the public health of said city, 
or in the execution of the said powers, or those 
hereinafter conferred, shall be known as the Board 
of Health of the city of New York, of which ten 
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Quorum, members Bhall be necessary to constitute a quorum. 
Presi- '^^® Mayor shall be the President of such Board, 
dent. and shall have power at any time to convene the 
same. {Same ch. i 2.) 

Sessions. § 3. The sessions of the Common Council^ when 
acting as a Board of Health, shall be with closed 
doors, except when otherwise ordered by said 
Board. (Same ch. } 3.)

{ 8. The Resident Physician shall visit all sick Resident 
persons reported to the Board, or to the Mayor, and ^'^y^^^**^ 
the Commissioners of Health, and shall perform 
such other professional duties as the Board of 
Health shall enjoin. {Same ch. § 8.) 

$ 9. The Health Commissioner, under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Health, shall assist the Resi- Commia- 
dent Physician in the discharge of his official du- "oner, 
ties. Same ck. § 9.) 

} 10. (Sec. 8.) He shall also receive all moneys 
appropriated to the use of the Marine Hospital, Bonds, 
and shall pay all demands against the Hospital 
that shall be approved by a majority of the Com- 
missioners of Health, and, before he shall enter on 
the duties of his office, shall execute a bond in the 
penal sum of twenty thousand dollars, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of his trust, and with 
such sureties as the Mayor or Recorder of the city 
shall approve. The bond shall be given to the 
people of this State, and be filed by the officer tak- 
ing it, in the office of the clerk of the city and 
county. (As amended 1840, ch. 19.) 

} 11. (Sec. 9.) H© shall render to the Board of 
Health a monthly account of his receipts and dis- Jonut^md 
bursements 'on account of the Marine Hospital, Deposit,

J 16. The Mayor, by and with the advice and Inspector 
consent of the Board of Aldermen, may appoint an ®*®® ^' 
Inspector of Vessels, who shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Mayor and the Commissioners of 
Health, or of the Board of Health, perform the du- 
ties required of him in this act, and shall be en- 
titled to receive the following fees : 

For each cargo inspected by him, under such di- Fees, 
rection, thre^ dollars. 

For each vessel cleansed and purified by him, 
under the like direction, five dollars. 

Which fees shall be paid by the owner or con- 
signee of the cargo inspected, or vessel cleansed 
and purified. (Same ch, § 13.)

TITLE II. 

OP QUARANTINE, AND REGULATIONS IN THE NATURE OP 
QUARANTINE AT THE PORT OP NBW-VORK. 

ARTICLE FIRST. 

Of the Place of Quarantine, and Vessels and Per- 
sons subject to Quarantine, 

, {1. The anchorage ground for vessels at Quar- 

Groand. antine shall be near the place where the Marine 
Hospital now is, and shall be designated by buoys 
to be anchored under the direction of the Health 
OfiBicer; and every vessel subject to quarantine 
shall, immediately on her arrival, anchor w^ithin 
them, and there remain^ with all persons arriving 
on her, subject to the examinations and regula- 
tions imposed by law. (1856, ch. 147, § 1-) 

Qqarantine ^ ^' Vessels arriving at the port of New- York 
of YesselB. shall be subject to quarantine as follows : Ist. Ail 
vessels from any place where pestilential, conta- 
gious or infectious disease existed at the time of 
their departure, or which shall have arrived at any 
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such place, and proceeded thence to New- York, or 
on board of which, during the voyage, any case of 
such disease shall have occurred, arriving between 
the first day of April and the first day of Novem- 
ber, shall remain at Quarantine for at least thirty 
days after their arrival, and at least twenty days 
after th3ir cargo shall have been discharged, and 
shall perform such further quarantine as the 
Mayor and Commissioners of Health may pro- 
scribe, unless the Health OflScer, with the approval 
of the Mayor or Commissioners of Health, shall 
sooner grant a permit for said vessel or cargo, or 
both, to proceed. 2d. All vessels from any place 
(including islands) in Asia, Africa, or the Mediter- 
ranean, or from any of the West Indies, Bahama, 
Bermuda or Western Islands, or from any place in 
America, in the ordinary passage from which they 
pass south of Cape Henlopen, and all vessels on 
board of which, during the voyage, or while at the 
port of their departure, any person shall have been 
sick, arriving between the first day of April and 
the first day of November, and all vessels from a 
foreign port, not embraced in the first subdivision 
of this section, shall, on their arrival at the Quar- 
antine Ground, be subject to visitation by the 
Health Officer, but shall not be detained beyond 
the time requisite for due examination and obser- 
vation, unless they shall have had on board during 
the voyage some case of infectious, contagious or 
pestilential disease, in which.case they shall be sub- 
ject to such quarantine and regulations Qq|1jw[^ 
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Health Officer and the Mayor, or Commission ert 
of Health may prescribe. 3d. All vessels embraced 
in the foregoing provisions, which are navigated 
by steam, shall be subject only to such length of 
quarantine and regulations as the Health Officer 
shall enjoin, unless they shall have had on board 
during the voyage some case of infectious, conta- 
gious, or pestilential disease, in which case they 
shall be subject to such quarantine as the Health 
Officer and the Mayor or Commissioners of Health 
shall prescribe. (Same ch, \ 2).

Whenever 
any person shall have been employed as above pro- 
vided, to remove any vessel, or to remove any arti- 
cle or thing introduced into the city from such ves- 
sel, and shall, in pursuance of such employment^ 
effect such removal, he shall have a lien on such 
vessel, her tackle, apparel and furniture, for his 
services and expenses in effecting such removal.

§ 5. Whenever the said Health Officer, in the special 
performance of the duties, and in the execution of P^J^^^j^ 
the povrers imposed and conferred upon him by Officer, 
law, or by any regulation or ordinance made in 
pursuance of any statute of i his State, shall order 
or direct the master, owner, or consignee of any 
yessel under quarantine to remove such yessel 
from her anchorage, or to do any act or thing, or 
comply with any regulation relative to said vessel, 
or to any person or thing on board thereof, or 
which shall have been brought to f aid port there- 
in, and said master, owner or consignee shall ne- 
glect or refuse to comply with such order or direc- 
tion, the said Health Officer shall have power^toj^ 
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Liens on employ such persons and assistance as may be ne- 
Vessels. cessary to carry out and enforce such order or di- 
rection, and the persons so employed shall have a 
lien on such vessel, her tackle, apparel and furni- 
ture, for their services and expenses. {Same ch. 
§2.) 

^ . , } 6. The liens specified in the preceding Sections 

fined. may be enforced in the same manner as other liens 
are enforced, by warrant of attachment, in the 
mode prescribed in Title Eight of Chapter Eight 
of the third part of the Revised Statutes, all the 
provisions of which Title shall apply to the services 
and expenses specified in this Act ; and the person 
or persons so rendering such services, and incur- 
ring such expenses, shall be deemed creditors of 
such vessel, and of her master, owner or consignee, 
respectively ; or such person or persons may have 
and maintain an action against the master, owner 
or consignee respectively ; or such person or per- 
sons may have and maintain an action against the 
master, owner, or consignee, or either of them, of 
such vessel, to recover the value of such services 
and expenses.

TITLE I Y.* 

OP THE MARINE HOSPITAL AND ITS FUNDS. 

ARTICLE FIRST. 

§ 1 . The institution belonging to this State, now Marine 
known as the Marine Hospital, and all the lands in whom' 
and buildings thereon, and all lands and buildings vcst*^ 
which may hereafter be purchased or erected and 
designated for such Marine Hospital, or lands and

* By the origing,! fourth title, the Marine Hospital was 
placed in charge of the Commissioners of Health, and pro- 
vision was made for its support by the collection of ** Hospi- 
tal Moneys." By chapter 483 of the laws of 1847, it was 
transferred to the Commiasioners of Emigration, whose offi 
ces had been created by chapter 196 of the laws of that year. 
Since that time, various acts have been passed relative to 
their powers and duties. Such portions of them as do not 
refer to the Marine Hospital, or the Officers of Health, have 
been omitted in this compilation, which is intended to em 
brace only such laws as strictly relate to the public health.

RULES AND REGULATIONS TO BE OBSERVED BY MASTERS OP 
VESSELS UNDER QUARANTINE. 

1. Quarantine Colors must be worn in the main 
shrouds of all vessels at Quarantine until the com- 
mander shall be furnished with a bill of health— 
and a light must be hoisted at night. 

2. All persons whatever, belonging to a vessel at 
Quarantine, are strictly prohibited from going on 
shore, except at the Health Office wharf, unless by 
permission of the Health Officer. 

3. All persons whatever, belonging to a vessel at 
Quarantine, are forbidden to take on board with 
them any person who did not arrive in such vessel 
and all passengers or other persons who live on 
shore, are also prohibited from going on bi ard their 
own vessels, except by permission of the Health 
Officer. 

4. All communication between vessels put under 
Quarantine is expressly prohibited. 

5. No boat shall be permitted to come on shore 
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without an oflScer in it, and only between sun rising 
and sun setting, unless in cases of distress or sick- 
ness ; and all boats must be alongside or on board 
by sun-down. The bell of the Health Office boat- 
house will be rung ten minutes before sun-down, to 
give notice to all boats to go off to their respective 
vessels. 

6. On Sundays, all boats must put off to their ves- 
sels by t«n o'clock in the morning, when the bell 
will be rung to give such notice ; and the boats 
must not come on shore again before six o'clock in 
the evening. 

7. f®* No boat or craft is permitted to go along- ^nter- 
side of a vessel at Quarantine, and no person is per- ^ith res- 
mi tted to board a vessel at Quarantine, or to have f®!%PI^ 
intercourse, communication or dealing with her 
crew or passengers, for any purpose whatever, with- 
out a written permit from the Health Officer. 

8. Provisions aad other necessaries, intended to 
be sent on board of a vessel at Quarantine, must be 
embarked from the Health Office wharf only, ex- 
cept the Health Officer grants as a special permit 
to proceed to any other wharf. 

9. No rum or spirituous liquors shall be sent or 
taken on board of vessels at Quarantine, except an 
order from the commander of the veesel, signed by 
the Health Officer. 
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10. Commanders of vessels are accountable for 
all irregularities committed on boai?d their respec- 
tive vessels, and for the conduct of such of their 
people as they may send on shore ; and if any per- 
son shall elope from their vessel, a report thereof 
must be immediately made to the Health OflBcer. 

11. Universal cleanliness must be preserved on 
board. 

12. Wind-sails must be constantly kept up in 
each hatchway, and trimmed to the wind ; except 
on account of the weather, or discharging the car- 

13. The bilge-water must be completely pumped 
out at least twice a day, and water from alongside 
be put in the pump, until the water so pumped out 
shall be clear and free from any offensive smell. 

14. All foul wearing apparel and bed-clothes 
of the steerage passengers, and all wearing appar- 
el and Ded-clothes of the officers and seamen, must 
bo wushed and aired ; the beds emptied and the ticks 
washed, when the filling may be put in again, if it 
is in good condition. 

No beds or 15. S^ No refuse beds or bedding or other ma- 
^tlrS to* *®^^^^ ^^^^ ^® thrown overboard from any vessel 
be thrown under or subject to Quarantine ; and the master of 
Bay! ^ ^ ®^^^ ^^^ every said vessel is hereby notified to burn 
such refuse material immediately on arrival. 
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16. The forecastle and steerage to be scrabbed, 
scraped, and then washed throughout with a so- 
lution of CHLORIDE OF LIME. 

17. All infraetions of the foregoing rules will be 
punished as the law directs, viz : 



' " Every master of a vessel subject to Quar- 
»antine, or visitation by the Health Officer^ arriving 
in the port of New-York, who shall refuse or neg- 
lect, either to remain with his vessel at Quarantine 
during the period assigned for her Quarantine, aiid 
while at Quarantine, to comply with the directions 
and regulations prescribed by law, and with such as 
any of the Officers of Health, by virtue of the au- 
thority given to them by law, shall prescribe in 
relation to his vessel, his cargo, himself his passen- 
gerSy or crew, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
be punished by a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars, or by imprisonment nut exceeding twelve 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment.''
